INDIANAPOIIIS, Feb. 19.—Last week 
committee from the state senate, the ma- 
jority being composed of democrats, vis- 
ited the sonthem penitentiary at Jeffer- 
sonville, Ind., and made an inspection 
and investigation. They reported many 
irreigalarities in Warden Howard's meth- 
ods, but said that nothing in the nature 
of direct dishonesty was 
discovered. 
They found much to condemn, however, 
and the tenor of the report was taken to 
indicate that they wonld recommend the 
dismissal of the warden. 


A few days since, a committee from 
the house of representatives—a majority 
of which is composed of republicans- 
went f >Jeffersonville and commenced a 
searching 
inquiry. • The 
revelations 
made np to Thursday caused one mem- 
ber of the committee to express the be 
lief that Warden Howard would be dis- 
missed as soon as possible after the re- 
port of the committee had been read 
ani acted upon, but no one was pre- 
pared for thp startling disclosure made 
yesterday. 


When the senate committee made their 
investigation they demanded that money 
belonging to the state be shown to them 
and after some demurring Howard sent 
to a bank and $9,000 was brought to the 
committee, the members of which were 
informed that it was the state's money. 
The house committee to-day discovered 
that of this $9,000 not one dollar be- 
onged either to the state or to the 
warden. Seven thousand of the money 
was borrowed from friends for the oc- 
casion and $2,000 of it was a certificate 
deposit 
which Howard 
obtained 
from a life-time convict named Saunders. 


Deputy Auditor of States Coones has 
been investigating Howard's books and 
finds that his accounts are short for a 
large sum, how much can not yet be 
state, but the amount will, it is thought, 
range between $60,000 and $80,000. 


Howard yesterday afternoon tendered 
his resignation, wliich was accepted by 
the board of directors. The steward and 
the directors of the prison are impli- 
cated, and the state will be unable to 
recover any of the money, for the reason 
that the directors entertained a very 
high opinion of 
Howard's 
honesty 
and allowed him to act as warden with- 
out giving bonds. 


Howard is under surveillance by de- 
tectives, and some of his friends are also 
keeping watch on him, fearing that he 
may commit suicide. He is a brother of 
Congressman Howard, and has been 
warden of the southern penitentiary 
since 1875. 


Deputy Warden George W. Baxter 
was temporarily appointed to fill the va- 
cancy. 


At the insane asylum investigation 
Dr. Fletcher, the superintendent, testi- 
fied that he was powerless to prevent 
abuses in the management. He related 
the service of bad and filthy food to the 
inmates.

Mortally Wounds Louis Sicer, 
MenoB Engineer in a Political 
(¡aarrel aiid in Self 
Defense. 


LOUISVILIIB, Feb. 19.—Thomas Han- 
lon, who was nominated United States 
internal revenue agent for the seven th 
Indiana district, and who was lejected 
by the senate, shot, and it is thought 
mortally wounded Lewis Sicer, an engi- 
neer on the Louisville, New Albany and 
Chicago raihroad, 
in 
New 
Albany, 
Thursday night. Hanlon and Sicer were 
in a saloon together, discussing political 
matters. They were talking about Hen- 
dricka and Senator Yoorhees, when Sicer 
said Something that Hanlon did not 
like, and was called by the latter a liar. 
This angered Sicer. and he strack at 
Hanlon. The two began straggling, 
and, it is alleged, Sicer opened his 
pocket-knife and inflicted a slight wound 
on Hanlon's left cheek. The men were 
parted and Sicer left the saloon, but 
stood on the outside making threats 
against Hanlon. 
The latter shortly 
afterward also left the place, and going 
out of the back way continued to Mar- 
ket street. One square away the two 
men met again, and Hanlon drew his 
pistol and shot Sicer. The wounded 
man fell to the sidewalk, and was picked

up and carried into Knoefel's dmg store, 
where his injury was examined by Drs. 
Knofel and Bnrney. 
They found that 
he was probably fatally injured. 
The 
bullet entered to the right of the breast- 
bone penetrating the lung. The physi- 
cians probed for the ball, but were una- 
ble to locate it. 
Sicer was afterward 
conveyed to his home. He was alive at 
a late hour last night. 


After the shooting Hanlon walked im- 
mediately to the jail and surrendered 
himself to Sheriff Loesch. No applica- 
tion was made for bail. 
He gives a 
statement of the difficulty substantially 
as above, and says the reason he shot 
Sicer was that upon meeting him after 
he had made his threats he thought Si- 
cer intended to hurt him. He said there 
had been no previous trouble between 
Sicer and himself. 


A dispatch from New Albany to-day 
says that Sicer is recovering. 
Mr. Han- 
lon gave bail in the sum of $1,000, with 
H. C. Thurman and Charles Schwartzel 
as sureties on the bond.

The latter

enouRh stock to control the May election, 
and w^hy it, should be held if not for that 
p]irpi^.„js ft mystery on 'Change. 
Cor- 
bi^Vers have had another block of 10,- 
4KK) shares of Jersey Central stock (ranferred 
to thieir name. 
This makes about 40,000 
shares how held by them, ana it is under- 
stood that, with the holdings by parties 
friendly to them, is sufficient to give them 
control of the road at the coming election. 
These seem, to be preparations to continue 
the recervership indefinitely, as a company 
Jias been organized under the title of the 
Jersey Central Improvement Company, the 
object of which is to provide means for the 
development of Jersey Central, in which 
the receiver's fund« cannot be invested. 
The capital stock is $1,000,000, and $350.- 
000 has already been issued in payment of 
stocks and bonds of the (,'umberlnnd and 
Maurice Bailroad, which was lately added 
to the Jersey Central system. 


Austin Corbin is President of the Read- 
ing Railroad. 
He is a native 
of 
New 
Hampshire, and is about seventy yeai-s old.

His father was a lawyer with a small prac- 
tice and after he had given his son an aca- 
demic education, he loft him rely upon him- 
self for his law studies. 
Like many an- 
other great and successful man, he taught 
school lor awhile, and out of his earnings 
as a pedagogue he saved money enough to 
pay for a course in the Harvard Law 
School. 
He graduated with high honors 
and began the practice of his profession 
at Newport, Rhode iHland. 
He soon per- 
ceived that the West afforded him better 
}rtunities for advancement and he went 
)avenport, Iowa, intending to practice 
law there. 
He soon saw there were great 
opportunities for making money through 
loans to Western farmers, and, procuring 
capital from New Hampshire friends, he 
engaged in the business very successfully. 
He lócame interested in railroading, and in 
1881, unsuspected by anjone, secured from 
the hands of Messrs. Drexel & Morgan a 
controlling interest in the Long Island 
Railroad system. 
He also became largely 
interested in the I. B. & W. Railroad, of 
which he is at present President. For years 
he has been interested in a scheme for 
rapid transatlantic travel, and believes that 
steamers cun be built which will run from 
the terminus of the Long Island Railroad, 
at Moniauk Point, to England, in six days.

In t h e National House of 
fiepresentatives, 
11th inst,, a message was received from t h e 
President transmitting without his approval the 
dependent pension bill. 
The text of the mes- 
sa;^e is as follows: 


" To the House of Mepresentatives: 
I herewith 
return without m y approval House bill No. 
10457, entitled 'An act for the reUef of depend- 
ent parents and honorably di8chari,'ed soldiers 
and sailors who are now disabled and depend- 
ent upon their own labor for support.' 


"This is t h e first general bill t h a t has been 
sanctioned by Ck)ngreBB ainoe the close of the 
late civil war permitting a pension to the sol- 
diers and sailors who served in t h a t war upon 
t h e ground of service and present disability, 
alone, and the entire absence of any injuries 
received by the casualties or incidents of snch 
service. 


"While bv almost constant legislation since 
t h e close of this war there b&$ been compensa- 
tion awarded for every possible injury received 
RS a result of military service in the 
Union 
army, and while a great number of laws passed 
for t h t purpose have been administered with 
great liberality and have been supplemented 
by numerous private acts to reach 
sptcial 
cases, there has not, until i ow, been an avowed 
departure from the principle thus far adhered 
to reiroecting Union soldiers, t h a t the bounty of 
the Government in the way of pensions' is 
generously bestowed when granttd to those 
who, in this milit.\ry service and in iine of 
military duty, have to a greater or less extent 
been disabled. 


"But it is a mistake to suppose t h a t service 
pensions, such as are permitted by the second 
section of the bill under consideration, are new 
to our legislation. In 1818, thirty-five years after 
the close of the Revolutionary war, thliy were 
granted to the soldiers engaged in t h a t strug- 
gle, conditional upon service to the end of the 
war. or for a term not less than nine months, 
and requiring every beneficiary imder the act to 
be one 'who is, or hereafter by reason of his re- 
duced circumstances in life shall be, in need 
of assistance from bis country for support.' An- 
other law of like character was passed in 1828, 
requiring service 'to the close 
of 
the 
Eev- 
olutionary war,' and still another, passed 
in 
1R32, provided for those persons not included in 
the previous statute, b u t who served two years 
at some time during the war, ana giving a pro- 
I)ortionate sum to thoao who had served not 
less than six months. 


"A service pension law was passed for the 
benefit of the soldiers of 1812 in the year 1871— 
fifty-six 
years after the close of t h e war «-which 
required only sixty days' service, and another 
was passed in 1878—sixty-three years after ihe 
war—requiring only fourteen days' service. 


"The service pension bill passed at this 
ses- 
sion of Congress, thirty-nine years after the 
close of the Mexican war, for the benefit of the 
soldiers of tliat war, requires either some de- 
gree of disability or dependency or that 
the 
claimant under its provisions should be 62 years 
of age; and in eitherfcase that he should have 
served sixty days or been actually engaged in a 
battle. 


"It will be seen that the bill of 1818 and the 
Mexican pension bill, being thus pass'l nearer 
the close of the wars in which its beneficiaries 
were engaged than the others—one thirty-five 
years and the other thirty-nine years after t h e 
termination of such wars—embraced 
persona 
who were quite advanced in age, assumed to be 
comparatively few in number, and whose cir- 
cumstances, dependence, and disabilities were 
oleai'ly defined and could be quite easily 
fixed. 


"The other laws referred to appear to have 
been passed at a time so remote f r o m the mili- 
tary sei-vice of the persons which 
they em- 
braced that their extreme age alone was deemed 
to supply a j>re8umption of dependence 
and 
need. 


"The number of enlistments in the revolu- 
tionary war is stated to be 309,791, and in the 
war of 1812, 576,022; but it is estimated t h a t on 
account of repeated re-enlistmenta the num- 
ber of individuals engaged in these wars did 
not exceed one-half of the number represented 
by these 
figures; 
In the war with Mexico the 
number of enlistments 'S reported to be 112,230, 
which represents a greater proportion of indi- 
viduals engaged than the reported enlistments 
in the two previous wars. 


"The number of pensions granted under all 
lows to soldiers ot the revolution is given 
at 
6A<.69; to soldiers of the war of 18i2 and their 
widows, 60,178, and to soldi ei-s of the Mexican 
war and their widows, up to June 30, 1885, 
7,61'.). This number of pensions was granted to 
the soldiers of a war involving much hardship 
for disabilities incurred as a result of such 
seiTice, and it was not till within the 
last 
month that the few remaining survivors were 
awarded a service pension. 


"The war of the rebellion terminated nearly 
twenty-two years ago; the number of m e n fur- 
nished for its prosecution is said to be 2,772,408. 
Under these statutes 5ul,576 pensions have been 
granted from the year ISGl to Juno 30, i886, and 
more than 2,(500 pensioners have been added to 
the rolls by private acts passed to meet 
cases, 
m a n y of them of questionable merit, which the 
general laws did not cover. 
On July 1, 188(5, 
36o,i;7;i pensioners of all classes were upon the 
pension rolls, of whom ;505,6/5 were survivors of 
the war of the rebellion and their widows and 
dependents: for the year ending Juno iJO, ISSi, 
5,0.^0,000 have been"appropriated for the pay- 
m e n t of pensions, and the amount 
expended 
for that purposo from 1661 to Julv l, l88ti, is 
SbOS.6-24.811.51. 


"While annually i-ayiug out such a vast sum 
for pcufsions already granted, it is now proposed 
by the bill under consideration to award a ser- 
vice pension to soldiers of all wara in which the 
United .States has been engaged, including, of 
course, the war of the rebellion, and to pay 
those entitled to the benefit of the act S12 per 
month. Ko far as it relates to the soldiei's of the 
late civil war, the bounty it attords t h e m is 
given thirteen years earlier than it has been 
furnished to the soldiers of any other war, and 
before a large mnjority of its beneliciarie.s have 
advanced in age beyond the strength and vigor 
of the prime of life. It exacts only a military 
or naval service of three months, without uny 
requirements of actual engagement with 
an 
enoniy in battle, and without a subjection to 
any or the actual Jangers of war. 


"The pension it awards is allowed to enlisted 
men who have not suffered the least injury, 
disability, loss, or damage of any kind incurred 
in oc in a!jy degree referable to their military 
service, includins those who never reached the 
front at all and those discharged from rendez- 
vous at the close of the wai- if discharged three 
months after enlistment. 
Under the last call 
of the President for troops, in December, 18o4, 
11.803 men were furnished who were thus dis- 
charged. 


"The section allowing this pension does, how- 
ever, require, besides a service of three mouths 
and an honorable dischiir^e, that those seeking 
the benefit of the act shall be such as arc now 
or may hereafter be suffering from mental or 
physical disability not the result of their own 
vicious habits or gross carelessness, which in- 
capacitates t h e m for the periorm'anoe of labor 
in such a degree as to render them unable to 
earn a support, and who are dependent upon 
their daily labor for supijort. 


"It provides fuither that such persons shall, 
upon making proof of the fact, 'be placed on the 
list of invalid penoioners of the United States, 
and bo entitle i to receive for such total ina- 
bility to procure their subsistence by daily la- 
bor ^12 per month, and such pension shall com- 
mence fr 
Pension OUice, upon proof thai 
then existed, and continue during the existence 
of the same in the degree herein provided, t h a t 
persons who are now receiving pensions under 
existing laws, or whose claims are pending in 
the Pi^nsion Office, may, by application to the 
Commissioner of Pensions in such form as he 
m a y prescribe, receive the benefit of this act.' 


"It is manifestly of the utmost importance 
that statutes, which, like pension laws, should 
be liberally administered as measures of be- 
nevolence in behalf of worthy beneficiaries, 
should admit of no uncertainty as to their gen- 
eral objects and consequences. 


"Upon a careful consideration of the language 
of the section of this bill above given, it seems 
to me to bo so uncertain, and liable to such con- 
flicting constructions, and to be subject to such 
unjust and mischievous application, as to alone 
furnish sufficient ground for disapproving the 
proposed legislation. Persons seeking to obtain 
the pension provided by this section m u s t be 
now or hereafter— 


"1. 'Suffering from mental or physical disa- 
bility.' 


"2. Such disability m n s t not be the result of 
their own vicious habits or gross carelessness.' 


"3. Such disability m u s t be such as 'inca- 
pacitates them for the performance of labor 
in such a degree as to render them unable to 
earn a support.' 


"4. They m u s t be 'dependent upon their daily 
labor for support.' 


"5. Upon proof of these condition they shnll 
bo 'placed on the list of invalid i>ensionorB of 
the United States and be entitled to receive for 
such total inability to procure their subsistence 
by daily labor S;12 per mouth." 


"It iM not probable that the words last quoted, 
'stich total inability to procure their s-bs.s'eiice 
by daily labor.' at all qualify the conditions 
presoiibod in the preceding lan^'uage of the sec- 
tion. 
The 'tTital inability 
spoken of miist he 
'such'inability; that is, the inability alreadv 
described and constituted by the conditiot;"a 
already detailed lU the previous parts of the 
section. 
It thus becomes important to consitler 
the njeaninu and the scope of these last-men- 
tioned conditions.

It seems to m e that the 'support' 
here mentioned as one which cannot be e u m e d 
is a ccmplete and-entire support, with no dim- 
inution on account ol the least impairment of 
physical or mental condition. 
If it had been 
intended to embrace only those who by disease 
or in jury were totally unable to labor, it would 
have been very easy to express that idea in- 
stead of recognizing, as it has done, a 'degree' 
of such inal.ility. 


"What is a support? Who is to 
determine 
whether a m a n earns it, or has or has it not? 
I s t h e Goyernment to enter the hommes of claim- 
ants for pensions and after au examination of 
their surroundings and circumstances settle 
those questions? 
Shall the Government say to 
one m a n that his manner of subsistence by his 
earnings is a support, and to another that 
the 
things his earnings furnish is not a support? 
Any attempt;, however honesty to 
administer 
this law in such manner woaldjpecessarily pro- 
duce more unfairness and unjust discrimina- 
tion, and give more scope for partisan partjali 
ty, and would result in more perversion of the 
Government's benevolent intentions t h a n the 
execution of any statute ought to permit, 


"If, in the effort to carry out the proposed law, 
t h e de£p-ee of disability as related to earnings 
be considered for the purpose of discovering if. 
in any way, it curtails the support which the ap- 
plicant, if entirely sound, would earn, and to 
which he is entitled, we enter the broad 
field 
long occupied by the Pension Bureau, and we 
recognize as thé only difference between the 
proposed legislation and previous laws passed 
for the benefit of the surviving soldiers of the 
civil war>the4nourrence1n one case of disabili- 
ties in military service, and in the other disa- 
bilities existing but in no way connected with 
or resulting from such service. 


"It m u s t be borne in mind that in no case is 
there any grading of this proposed pension. 
Under the operation of t h e m l e first suggested, 
if there is a lack in any degree, great or small, 
of the ability to earn such a support as the gov- 
ernment determines the claimant should have, 
and by the application of the rule secondly sug- 
gested, if there is a reduction in any degree of 
the support which he might earn if sound, he is 
entitled to a pension of $12. 


"In the latter case, and under the provision of 
the proposed bill permitting persons now receiv- 
ing pensions to be admitted to the benefits of 
the act, I do not see how those now on the pen- 
sion roll for disabilities incurred in the service, 
and which diminish their earning capacity, can 
be denied the pension provided in this bill, 


"Of course none will apply who are now re- 
ceiving S12 or more per month. 
B u t on J u n e 
30,1886, there were on the pension rolls 202,621 
persons who were receiving fifty-eight different 
rates of pension, from $1 to $11.73 per 
month. 
Of these 28,142 were receiving $2 per 
month, 
63,110 
per month, 37,254 S6 per month, and 
SO,274 whose disabilities were rated at S8 per 
month.- 


"As to the meaning of the section of t h e bill 
under consideration there appears to have been 
quite a difference of opinion among its advocates 
in the Congress. 
The Chairman of the Com- 
mittee on Pensions in the House of Bepresenta- 
tives, who reported the bill, declared that there 
was in it no provision for pensioning any one 
who has a less disability than a total disability 
to labor, and that it was a charity measure. 
The Chairman of the Committee on Pensions 
in the Senate, having charge of the bill in that 
body, dissented from the construction of the bill 
announced in t h e House of Bepresentatives, and 
declared that it not only embraced all soldiers 
totally disabled, but in his judgment all who 
are disabled to any considerable extent, and 
such a construction was substantially given to 
the bill by another distinguished Senator, who, 
as a former Secretary of the Interior, 
had 
imposed upon him the duty of executing pen- 
sion laws and determining their intent and 
meaning;. 


"Another condition required of claimants un- 
der th^a act is t h a t they shall be dependent 
upon their daily labor for support. 
This btn- 
guage, which m a y be said to assume t h a t there 
exists within the reach of the persons men- 
tioned 'labor' or the ability in some degree to 
work, is more aptly used in a statute describ- 
ing those not wholly deprived of this ability 
than in one which deals with those utterly un- 
able to work. 


"I a m of the opinion that it m a y fairly be con- 
tended that under the provisions of this section 
any soldier whose faculties of mind or body 
have become impaired by accident, disease, or 
age, irrespective of his service in the army as a 
cause, and who by his labor only is left incapa- 
ble of gaining the lair support he might with 
unimpaired powers have provided for himself, 
and who is not so well endowed with this world's 
goods as to live without work, m a y claim to par- 
ticipate in its bounty ; that it is not required 
that he should be without property, but only 
that labor should be necessary to his support in 
some degree, nor is it required that he should 
be now receiving support from others. 


"Believing t h s to be the proper interpretation 
of the bill, I cannot but remember that the 
soldiers of 
our civil war 
in 
their pay and 
bounty received such compensation for military 
se vice as has never been received by soldiers 
before since mankind went to war; that never 
before, on behalf of any soldiers, havo so m a n y 
and such generous laws been passed to i-e- 
lieve against the incidents of war; that stat- 
utes have bean passed giving t h e m a prefer- 
ence in 
all public 
employments ; that the 
really needy 
and homeless 
Union 
solditrs 
of 
the 
rebellion 
have 
been, 
to 
a 
large 
extent provided for at soldiers' homes, insti- 
tuted and supported by the Government, where 
they are maintained together, free from the 
sense of degradation which attaches to the 
usual support of charity, ana that never before 
in the history of the country has it been pi-o- 
posed to render Government aid toward the 
support of any ot its solaiers based alone ui)on 
a milit iry service so recent, and where au'o and 
circumstances appeared so little to demand 
such aid. 


"Hitherto such relief has been granted to sur- 
viving soldiers, few in number, vent rablo in 
iige, after a long lapsa of time since their mili- 
tary sei'vice, and as a 
parting 
benefaction 
tendered by a gratefuL people. 
I cannot be- 
lieve that the vast iieaceful army of 
Union 
sold ers who, having contentedly resnniod their 
place in tlie ordinary avocations of life, cherish 
as sacred the memory of patriotic service, or 
who, having been disabled bv tue casualties of 
war, justly rejiawi the present pension roll, on 
whic 11 appear their names, lis a roll of 
honor, 
desire at this time and in the près nt exi^^eiicy 
to be confounded with those who,-throut;h such 
a bill as this, are willing to bo objects of simply 
charity nud to gain a i>la?e upon the pension 
roll thro -gh alleged dependence. 


"lieceut personal observation and experience 
constrain me to refer to another result which 
will inevitably follow the passage of this bill. 
It is sad, but nevertheless true, that already in 
the matter of procuring pensions there exists a 
widespread disregard of truth and good faith, 
stimulated by those who as a.ents undertake to 
establish claims for pensions, heedlessly en- 
tered upon by the expectant beneficiary, and 
encouraged, or at least noc condemned, by those 
unwilling to obstruct a neighbor s i)lan8. 


"In the execution of this proposed law, under 
any interpretation, a wide field of inquiry would 
be opened for the establishment of facts largely 
within the knowledge of the claimants alone, 
and there can be no doubt that the race after 
the pensions offered by this bill would not only 
stinmlate weakness and pretended 
incapacity 
for labor, but put a further premium on dis- 
honesty and mendacity. 


"The effect of invitations to apply for pen- 
sions, or of now advantages added ic> causes for 
pensions 
already 
existing, 
is

claims filed prior to July 1, 1880. For the yeai: 
from July 1, 1879, to July 1,1830, there wei-e filed 
110,673 claims, though in the year immediately 
previous there were but 36,832 filed, and in the 
year followmg but l-',455. 


"While cost sliould not be set against a pa- 
triotic duty or the recognition of a right, still, 
when a measure proposed is based upon gener- 
osity or motives of charity, it is not amiss to 
meditate somewnat upon the example which it 
involves. 
Experience has demonstrated, I be- 
lieve, that all estimates concerning the prob- 
able future cost of a pension list are uncertain 
and unreliable, and always fall far below actual 
realization. 


"The Chairman of the House Committee on 
Pensions calculates that the number of pension- 
ers under this bill would be 3 },1*)5, and the in- 
creased annual cost 84,767,410. This is upon the 
theorv that only those who are entirely unable 
to work would be its beneficiaries. 
Such was 
the principle of the revolutionary pension law 
of 1818, m u c h more clearly stated, it seems to 
me, than in tnis bill. When the law of 1818 was 
upon its passage in Coni.'re6s, the number of 
pensioners to be benefited thereby was thought 
to be 374. but the n u m b e r of applicants under 
the act was 22,207, and the number of i>en8ionH 
actuallv allowed—20,485—costing, it is report- 
ed, for the first year, «1,847,900. instead of $40,- 
Qpu. the estimated exi>enBe for t h a t period. 


"A law WM passisd in 1833 for the benefit of 
t h e surviving widows of revolutionaiy soldiers 
who were married after Jan. 1, 1800. It was es- 
timated that they numbered 300 at the time of 
ttie passage of the act, but the n u m b e r of pen- 
sions allowed was 3, (72, and the amount paid 
for such pensions during the first year of 
the 
operation of the act was S180,000, instead of 
9 j4,0U0, as had been estimated.

no search for other illustrations, and the above, 
being at hand, are given as intending to show 
that estimates eannot be relied upon in such 
cases. 


"If none should be pensioned under this bill

' The Honest Man. 


I once knew an honest man; this is no 
fable. I knew him; he teas honest. He was 
poor, of conree.

This honest man lived in a small frame 
cottage in an unfrequented street, and regu- 
larly on the hrst Monday of every month 
for years he settled with his landlord for 
the rental due. 


His name was on the tax duplicate, but 
the figures that told of his personal prop- 
erty were small, and twice in each year he 
borrowed at least half tho money with 
which he paid Lis taxes. 


I never knew him to giv« a wine supper, 
and the wealthiest banker in the city had 
ten friends to his one. 


Very few, indeed, of the distinguished 
visitors to his city were introduced to him, 
and most of them left the place knowing 
nothing of him—only as a unit

record, and had no time for that unless it 
was a matter of importance. 


But I found it by-and-by. 
Here, ia this 
piece of hallowed ground, dedicated to tho 
dead of men but to the living God, I found 
the grave of this departed honest man, 
slill in the rear, while the wealthy occu- 
pied the front. No shaft or slab of marble, :

slept beneath the mound, upon which was I 
planted a dainty flower, cared for by poor j 
but honest hands and watered by the tears | 
of honest love.

Tippliiif? in America and 
Germany— 
Consiil Tanner's Report. 


United States Consul Tanner, stationed 
at Chemnitz, Germany, in a recent r« port 
to the State Department upon 
"Drinking 
in the United States and Europe," gives a 
number of interesting facts bearing upon 
the drink question. 
The production and 
consumption of beer in Germany is some- 
thin? stupendous. 
The total production 
of beer in 18S0 was more than 98'),000,001) 
gallons, and in 188;) this had been mcreased 
to l,122,V)02,(?5i) gallons—a quantity suffi- 
cient to make a lake more than a mile 
square and si.K and a half feet deep! As the 
importation is about equal to the exporta- 
tion it may be r.aid that this is all consumed 
in the empire. 
Besides this, wines and 
liijuors are verv freely used, the former 
more extensively than stronger liquoi-s. 


Mr. Tanner thinks it can be safily esti- 
mated that the annual consumption of all 
intoxicants in the German Empire will 
reach two billion gallons. 
The hops, bar- 
ley, lye, potatoes and other 
ingredients 
that enter into the mamufacture of this im- 
mense quantity of liquors would be more 
than two billion pounds and would form a 
good-sized mountain if placed in one heap. 
Beer is the gi-eat national beverage, and is 
Ui^ed at least as freely as water; wines are 
used by the wealthier classes at meals, and 
are very extensively used, but beer is never 
absent from the tables of the rich or poor. 


One would »suppose from this that drunk- 
enness must be frightfully prevalent^ in 
(rermany. 
But if Mr. Tanner is a comi>e- 
tent authority, the reverse is the case. 
He 
declares: 


"Dninkenness is rare, and it rarely man- 
ifests itself in a boisterous or bel igerent 
manner, but more frequently takes 
the 
shape of song, fun, aud a general pleasur- 
able feeling of warmth, energy aud self- 
command, and hence those horrid crimes 
that sometimes shock us in the United 
States are rarely heard of here. 
Then why 
Khould there exist such a difference in the 
evils of drinking in Europe and in the Uni- 
ted States? 
Il: is manifestly the result of 
the manner of drinking in vogue in the two 
hemispheres." 


He says that the mode of drinking in 
vogue in Germany is "a science," when 
compared with the blind, irrational, and 
suicidal manner of drinking in the United 
States. 
This science consists simply in 
the tardiness of drinking. 
All drinks are 
taken sip by sip, half or three-quarters of 
an hour being consumed in drinking a sm- 
gle glass of beer. 
This, he n-marks, is so 
simple that one is liable to be ridiculed for 
laying stress upon it, and yet on this point 
hinges a question of vast importance to 
Americans. By this manner of slow drink- 
ing the blood is aroused to greater activity 
in so gradual a manner that there is no 
violent d.rangement of the animal econo- 
my. 
The "object of drinking is accom- 
plished," aud the animal economy has the 
chance to enter protest when its capacity 
has been reached. 


Mr. Tanner estimates that there are a 
thousand habitual, 
hopelessly 
habitual, 
dmnkards in the United States to ten in 
Germany; and this 
difference against us 
arises largely, if not entirely, from the 
manner of drinking in vogue in the two 
countries. 
In consequence of 
the low 
classes who usually 
frequent our bar- 
rooms, these places have a reputation cor- 
responding to the classes who hang around 
them, and when one goes into them he does 
so by siealih; aud to get out as quickly as 
possible is one incentive to drinking as 
quickly as possible. To this may be added 
the fact of the much gi-eater consumption 
of distilled liijuors in the I'nited 
States 
than in Germany, which would alone be 
sufficient to account for the greater in- 
temperance in this country. 


It may be interesting to quote the consul 
in what he says of the visiting of saloons 
by the better classes in Germany, both 
men and women: 


"Cafes and drinking places in Germany 
are places of resort for families, aud gen- 
tlemanly deportment is as much observed 
in them as in a ball-room. 
The heads of 
the best families enter them with wives and 
children, call for what they want to drink, 
and order beer or what not for their chil- 
dren, and they sit and pass an agreeable 
hour over their drinks. 
No swagger or 
loud or boisterous conduct is ever seen. 
At many theaters and other public places 
of amusement a g'Ulleman or lady caA in- 
dulge in a glass of l^eer or wine while the 
portormauce is in 
progress, no 
notice 
whatever being taken of it, and uotliing of 
this kind is out of place unless the person 
should pface the ^la^s to his mouth and 
drain it at one gulp. 


"Woman unquestionably carries a purify- 
ing iullueiiCe With her wherever she gogs, 
aud her presence in the drinking places of 
Europe drives from them that cla'-s of low 
vagabonds that hang around 
American 
drinking plai-es. 
Hence one never sees a 
drnnkeu man in :i cafe, aud rarely even on 
the street. 
Perhaps no better possible il- 
lustration of the purifying inlluences of 
woman could be found. 


"Caft s are open to all classes, but the 
lower classes se.dora visit them; ihey wouJd 
be abashed by doin;^ so as much as they 
would be by entering a parlor where they 
would meet refinement and elegant man- 
ners. 
There are some exceptions to this 
rule in the larger cities, but this is con- 
fined to cafes that are well known, and 
ladies avoid them; but there are no drink- 
ing places in G rmany but what a lady 
may enter with all propriety." 


It will be seen from the above bow far 
beyond Germany we have progressed in the 
solution of the liquor (pie^ition. 
There the 
saloon is recognized as an e-tablished in- 
stitution, to bo patronized by the better 
classes of 
society, and by both sexes. 
Here we have driven it beyond the pale of 
respectabilitv-. 
No decent woman enters a 
saloon lo drink. 
For her to do so would, 
iu most localities, put her beyond the social 
pale. 
There are many among the more 
wealihy in this country who use wine at 
table, but the proporlian is steadily grow- 
ing less. 
Among the farming community, 
a class that forms the solid foundation of 
our prosperity, the use of liquor has become 
a ranty within the past half century. 


In our cities, too, the saloon has steadily 
been going down hill in popular estima- 
tion. 
There are tens of thousands of men 
who patronize them to a greater or less ex- 
tent, who look upon them as evils, who 
despise the men who run them, and who 
would be glad were they all wiped out of 
existence. 
They are not the resorts of 
families. 
The best elements of our social 
lite are opposed to the saloon. 
The 
churches are opposed to it. 
All moral 
agencies are opposed to it. 
Society will 
not recognize the families of saloon-keep- 
ers, no matter how lavish a displav they 
make of the wealth wrung from the foolish 
patrons of the bar. 
Verily, when we look 
at the status of drinking in America and 
compare it wilh Consul Tanner s roseate 
picture of it in Germany, we are full of 
itope for the future here!—Toledo Blade. 


Work for the lloetor. 


There is little thought among the beer- 
drinking public of this country that they 
are taking into their systems a poisonous 
substance quite as deadly and as fatal as 
alcohol; not, perhaps, attended with con- 
soquences so disastrous to the mental sys- 
tem, but quite as sure to end in 
bodily 
ruin and death. 
Natives of Germany may 
suppose tbat here they are consummg a 
liquor similar to that made in their owu 
country, but it is a serious error; the two 
artifles are entirely unlike. 


A large proportion of glucose enters into 
the composition of American beer, and 
glucose cannot be manufactured without 
the use of sulphuric acid, a deadly poison. 
Til's acid comes in direct contact with the 
gmin, and in the production of the syrnp 
enough of it remains behind to taint the 
M h o l e m a s s , andTthis p o i s o n gets into aud 
becomcBla p a r t of the -beer.

Fiffure» T h a t G i v e a Startling P o r t r a i t u r e — 
E v e r y State Ua.s M i n i a t u r e Chlcagos. 


The Sunday 
Herald, 
of Chicago, HI., 
has devoted a column of fine print to a 
practical view of the beer-drinking ques- 
tion. 
A mathematical man has figured on 
the business aud has reached some fearful 
conclusions, the more terrible because true. 
The Herald introduces the subject in the 
following words: 


There are some thoughtful men who look 
under the surface of things. 
City Collector 
Onahan is one of them. 
"The labor ques- 
tion," says the Collector, "is not so much a 
(luestien of labor as it is of liquor, laziness 
and loafing. 
I (stimate that the sum of 
thirty million dollars is spent every year in 
the saloons of Chicago. 
From whom does 
the bulk of the money come? 
From the 
wage-working class. 
As a rule merchants 
and employers do not go into the saloons. 
The wealthier people drink in clubs or at 
home, if at all. 
In the main, the saloons 
are supportetl by the poor. 
Thir^ millions 
of dollars is a good deal of money to com» 
from the pockets of the wage-earning peo- 
ple of a single city. 
If you don't think so. 
sit down some evening and figure out what 
thirty million dollars would buy. 


A million five hundred and sixty thousand 
barrels of beer in a year consumed in one 
city! 
Place those barrels end to end, and 
we would have a row of them reaching 
nearly from New York to Chicago. 
Draw 
their contents into glasses, and set all the 
glasses in a row upon a bar, and the bar. 
counting four inches to the glass, would 
needs be nearly as long as the world is 
wide. 
Think of fi row of beer 
glasses 
twenty thousand miles long, and of 
their 
being emptied down the throats of 
Chi- 
cagoans in a single year! 
Pour the con- 
tents of all these glasses into one reservoir, 
•ind we should have a lake ten feet deep, 
one thousand feet long, six hundred feet 
wide. 
The United States navy would find 
in this lake of Chicago's beer quite 
as 
much sea-room as it is won'hy of. 


Inasmuch as the 
frontage of 
saloon 
buildings in Chicago average twenty feet, 
it follows that for the three thousand seven 
hundred liquor shops we have seventy-four 
thousand feet, or fourteen miles of front- 
age. 
There is an equal number of miles of 
bars, measured from end to end. 


Thirty-five or,, possibly, forty 
million 
dollars a year for beer and liquor drank in 
Chicago, and most of it by people who 
work for weekly or monthly wages, is worth 
tninking about. 


It is five dollars a year for every man, 
woman, and child in the city. 


it is a greater sum than the hundred 
thousand families of 
Chicago supported 
by wage workers paj* for rent. 


It is a greater sum than they pay for 
groceries, or for clothing and boots and 
shoes together. 


It would buy a five hundred dollar lot, 
and build a twelve hundred and fifty dol- 
lar cottage for twenty thousand of those 
families, and in five years it would give 
homes to the whole hundred thousand 
families. 


In ten years it would redeem Chicaga 
from the landlords, aud make every man 
the owner of his own home. 


In one year it would buy a library of two 
hundred standard volumes for every home 
in Chicago that is without one. 


In one year it would build in each of the 
eighteen wards in the city of Chicago a 
great building, containing a gymnasium, 
swimming-bath, 
library, 
rea<ling-room, 
card-room, museum—each building to cost 
with its site one million dollars; and, in 
addition to this, it would endow each of 
these Ward Public Socials with a million 
dollar fund, equal to an income of fifty 
thousand dollars a year. 


Every family could have a horse and car- 
riage. 


It would each year buy and for the year 
keep a horse and carriage for every family 
in Chic go that is without a private con- 
veyance. 


It would in one year build an elevated 
railway reaching all parts of the cily, with 
fifty miles of track, aud endow the'enter- 
prise with an income investment which 
would enable it to maintain itself upon a 
uniform fare of three cents. 


It would i-nable every salaried worker in 
Chicago to take a month's rest iu mid.sum- 
mer, aud a trip to the mountains or sea- 
side. 


It would buy a SlOO seal-skin sack for 
every woman in Chicago. 


It would enable 100,000 Chicago families 
to take four of the best montuly magazines, 
three of the best iilustrated weeklies, two 
daily ne'-vspapers. and a ci ildren's weekly. 
And even then each family would have left 
§() a week to expend in the purchase of 
new books. 


In fact, it is ditiicult to think of anything 
requinng the expenditure of money that it 
would not do. and there is no law against 
(Veaming. 
But for the present, at least, 
business is likeh' to continue the same old 
way, and it is probable that Christmas of 
IbHJ will find 4,000 ea^oons in ( hicago, 
each with a clientage sufficiently larsre to 
ma'<e glad the heart of the profir.etor 
and 
his friend aud backer, tho beer-brewer. 


What is said of Chicago in the above 
article is equally true of every city, taking 
into consideration their population 
and 
number of saloons. 


Prohibition in the Soiitii. 


The New Orleans Times-Democrat 
saya: 


"There have been several attempts made 
to introduce prohibition into tne South as a 
political issue, but they have all, until very 
recently, proved a failure. 
Tho Southern 
whites have refused to divide politically on 
the liquor line, refused to abandon Democ- 
racy or Kepublicanism and become a pro- 
hibitionist, pure and simple. 
Prohibition 
has been discussed aud voted on thromgh- 
ont the South; there have been hot and an- 
imated battles ever it, but it has left no po- 
litical impress or influence behind, and 
when a State or county election 
comes 
around the supporters of both dry and wet 
tickets have been seen standing side by 
side and voting the same ticket. 
There 
have been several attempts to found a 
party of Prohibition in Georgia, Missis- 
sippi, and Texas, but these attempts have 
ended in failure." 


Indorsement of High License. 


The United States Brewers' Association, 
which has entered into the publication of 
a beer literature, in a pamphlet recently 
published on "The System of High Li- 
cense," commends the high license bill of 
"The Church Temperance Society of the 
City of New York'," and says: • 


"We welcome it as a manifestation of a 
truly philanthropic spirit, aud as an evi- 
dence of the spreailing of more liberal 
views. 
May this unpretending pamphlet, 
the best and most effective parts of which 
we owe to the efforts of a sister republic, 
tend to fortify the position taken by the 
Church Temperance Society in the matter 
of a broad distinction between beer and 
ardent spirits; but may it also tend to so 
modify «he details of'their measure as to 
iuBure the results for which all good citi- 
zens ought to labor."

WHY REMRNERATION FOR THKIK WORK IS 


SO L()N\ . 


Doubtless a puissan^ reason for the 
low wages of women is the oversupi)Iy 
of women. 
In the good providence of 
God there is no oversupjily; but an ap- 
parent oversupply is made to appear in 
the calculations of the economists, who, 
without inquiring why it is so, are 
ready with their statistics to show that 
the gleaners in the field of labor are 
always in excess of 
the gleanings. 
Within the last twenty years women 
have pushed themselves by dint of 
underbidding and 
proved steadiness 
into many occupations theretofore mono- 
lized by men. 
The progress of inven- 
tion has aided this tendency by creat- 
ing new occupations. 
The business of 
telegraphy, 
telephony, 
type-Avriting, 
kidergarten-teaching, arKl all the won- 
derful 
mecjianical 
contrivances 
for 
knitting, 
Aveaving, sewing, 
spinning, 
and kindred industries have created a 
demand for labor precisely suited to the 
quick and nimble fingers of 
Avoman- 
kiud. 


But the very low wages earned in 
nearly all the callings, neAV and old, 
Avhere the labor of Avomen lias to some 
extent supi)lan'ed tho labor of men 
furnish proof that the area of em2>loy- 
mcnt should be further Avidened. 
The 
very fact that it is possible for Avonien 
to support themselves without resorting 
to matrimony as a matter of busi- 
ness calculation has no doubt added to 
the proportionate number of the un- 
married, 
In so far as this has been the 
case it has served to retard any improve- 
ment in the rate of Avages by increasing 
the number of employes in probable 
excess of increased employment. 
Un- 
like men, women cannot undertake the 
care of a household and go on with 
other forms of labor. 
When a Avoman 
marries there is an end of bookkeejjing, 
telegraphy, or shorthand-writing. 
She 
steps into a more natural and more im- 
portant but less independent occupa- 
ti m, and makes 
room for another 
woman. 
But the fewer marriages there 
are the less room there is.

pensed Avith. 
The laws intended to 
preA'eut it should be so amended as to 
provide adequate means for enforce- 
ment. 
Just as the prevention of im- 
ported labor from other countries under 
contracts based ujwn wage systems not 
suited to this free country would im- 
prove the condition of men who work 
mines or build railroads, or engage in 
other forms of unskilled labor, so the 
abolition of child labor would be fol- 
lowed by a Avidening of the field for the 
labor of Avoman. 
Employers should 
not be alloAved to force down the wages 
of the groAA n mother or sister by i^itting 
against her in ihe struggle for existence 
the poor children who ought to be in 
scliool, and who are physically dAvarfed 
and mentally benumbed by the drudg- 
ery imposed upon them. 


Women Avho are Avorkers in the grand 
army of industry are profoundly inter-

movement 
which tends to narroAV or enlarge the 
number of hands to do or the amount 
of work to be done. 
WhateA'er crowds

Home-

A d v i c e s from Kichmond, Va., are to 
the effect that the tobacco crop of 1886 
is estimated to weigh out only a half 
crop; that only one-fourth of that has 
color. 
The good tobacco of the new 
crop is selling higher than new tobacco 
has sold since 1875. For the rest of the 
crop, frosted and frog-eyed, the plant- 
ers are receiving only 3i or 4 cents a 
pound. 
This, in a nutstell, says the 
correspondent, is about the condition of 
the market for the 1886 crop, and it is 
certain that Virginia and North Caro- 
lina will have a greatly reduced average.

In Austria, Germany and Norway we 
find 1 doctor to every 1,500; in the 
United States of America 1 to every 
600, while Russia is very badly served, 
there being but 1 doctor to every 6,226 
people. 
The total number of doctors 
among the Bussians is not above 15,000; 
even to reach the level of England 
65,000 would be required.

Their 
fortune in the counting-room, or in the 
store, or in the insurance company, takes 
wings and flies away. They button up a 
penniless pocket. They sit down in pen- 
ury where once they had affluence, and yet 
there is no Jesus to stand by them and say: 


Oh, man, there are treasures that never 
fail, in banks that never break! I will take 
care of you. I own the cattle on a thousand 
hills, and you shall never want," They 
have no such divine Savior to say that to 
them. I do not know how they get along.

Yon need 
him.- Oh, how much yon need himf 


There was a chaplain in the army wound- 
ed nnfo death. While lying there on the 
tield he heard at a great distance some one 
calling ont in great, pain: "Oh, my God!" 
and he said to I t s e l f : "I am dying, but I 
think, perhaps, I could help ttiat man. Al- 
though I can't walk, I'll just roll over to 
where he is." So he rolled over in his own 
blood and rolled over the bodies of the 
slain, and rolled on until he came to where 
the other man was -dying, and pnt, as it 
were, his wound against that wound, and 
his sorrow against that sorrow, and helped 
to alleviate it. And so it seems to me that 
Jesus Christ hears the groan of our sorrow, 
thfe groan of our poverty, the gi-oan of our 
wretchedness, and comes to our relief. He 
comes rolling over sin and sorrow to the 
place where we lie on the battlefield, and 
he puts over us the arm of his everlasting 
love; and I see that arm and hand are 
wounded, and as he puts that arm and hand 
over us I can hear him say: "I have loved 
thee with an everlasting love." Oh, that 
you might feel this morning the power and 
condolence of a sympathizing Jesus. 


i'urther, I remark: The last great install- 
ment paid for our redemption was the de- 
mise of Christ. The world has seen many 
dark days. 
About fifteen summers ago 
there was a very dark day when the sun 
was eclipsed. The fowl at noonday wen^ 
to their perch, and we felt « gloom ae we 
looked at the astronomical wonder. It was 
a dark day in London when the plague was 
at its height, and the dead with uncovered 
faces were taken in open carts and dumped 
in the trenches. It was a dark day when 
the earth opened and Lisbon sank; but the 
darkest day since the creation of the world 
was the day when the carnage of Calvary 
was enacted. It was about noon when the 
curtain began to be drawn. It was not the 
coming on of a night that soothes and re- 
freshes, it was the swing of a great gloom 
all around the heavens. God bung it. As 
when there is a dead one in the house you 
bow the shutters or turn the lattice, so God 
in the afternoon shut the windows of the 
world. 
As it is appropriate to throw a 
black pall upon the coffin as it passes 
along, so it was appropriate that everything 
should be somber that day as the great 
hearse of the earth rolled on, bearing the 
corpse of the King. 


Women stand there and weep, but can 
do no good. It is no place for tender- 
hearted women. It wants a heart that 
crime has tumed into granite, 
The waves 
of man's hatred and of hell s revenge dash 
up gainst the mangled feet, and the hands 
of sin and pain and torture clutch for His 
holy heart. Had He not been thoroughly 
fastened to the cross they would have torn 
Him down and trampled Him with both 
feet. How the cavalxy horses arched their 
necks and champed their bits and reared 
and snuffed at the blood. Had a Eoman 
officer called out for a light his voice would 
not have been heard In the tumult; but 
louder than the clash of the spears, and 
the wailing of womanhood, and the neigh- 
ing of the chargers, and the bellowing of 
the crucifiers, there comes a voice crash- 
ing through, loud, clear, overwhelming, 
terrific.

the 
groan 
of 
the 
dying Son of God. Look! What a scene! 
Look, oh, world, at what you have done! I 
lift the covering from the maltreated Christ 
to let you count the wounds and estimate 
the cost. Oh, when the nails went through 
Chnst's right hand and Christ's left hand— 
that bought both your hands with all their 
power to work, and lift, and write. When 
the nail went through Christ's right foot 
and Christ's left foot—that bought your 
feet, with all their power to walk, or run, or 
climb. When the thorn went into Christ's 
temple—that bought your brain with all 
its power to think and plan. When the 
spear cleft Christ's side—that bought your 
heart with all its power to love, and repent, 
and pray. Oh, sinner, come back! 


When in I860 the Atlantic cable was lost 
do you remember that the Great Eastem 
and the Albany went out to find it? Thirty 
times they sank the grapple two and a half 
miles deep in the water. After awhile they 
found the cable and brought it to the sur- 
face. No sooner had it been brought to 
the surface than they lifted a shout of ex- 
ultation, but the cable slipped back again 
into the water and was lost. Then for two 
weeks more they swept the sea with the 
grappling hooks, and at last they loimd the 
c<*ble and brought it up in silence. They 
fastened it this time. Then with great ex- 
citement they took one end of the cable to 
the electricians' room to see if there were 
really any life in it. and when thev saw a 
spark ana knew that a message coma bd 
sent, then every hat was lifted, and the 
rockets flew and the guns sounded until all 
the vessels on the expedition knew the work 
was done, and the continents were lashed 
together. Well, my friends. Sabbath after 
Saobath we have come searching down for 
yoiu- soul. We have swept the sea with 
the grappling hook of Christ's gospel. 
Again and again we have thought you were 
at the surface, and began to rejoice over 
your redemption; but at the moment of our 
gladness you sank back again into the 
world and back again into sin. To-day wa 
come with this gospel searching for your 
soul. We apply the cross of Christ first to 
see whether there is any life left in you, 
while all around the people stand, looking 
to see whether the work will be done, and 
the angels of God bead down and witness, 
and oh, if we could see only one spark of 
love and hope and faith, we would send up 
a shout that would be heard on the battle- 
ments of heaven, and two worlds would 
keep jubilee because communication is 
open between Christ and the soul, and your 
nature that has been sunken in sin has 
been lifted into the light and joy of the 
gospel'

The fickle gaiety of the winter months 
has about fled. Who can look back 
over the season of mirth with profit? 
Who will sigh because the season of 
dances and other festal occasions of the 
same character is nearing an end, for 
Lent begins next Wednesday. 
The 
Lenton costume is one that originated 
with the Catholic church and is rigidly 
observed by that denomination only, al 
though the Episcopalian church also 
observes it, though in a less marked 
manner; but the practice of abstaining to 
some degree from social frolic has taken 
root in fashionable society. 
In this res- 
pect Lenten abstinence is observed in 
all other churches. 
So when Ash Wed- 
nesday oomes the music of the dance is 
stilled and until Easter Sunday brmgs 
release and prompts society to wel- 
come spring amid scenes of regal splen- 
dor in the parlor or ball room. 
This 
year Ash Wednesday is February 23, 
and Easter is April 10. 


Below are the Lenten r^i^ations for 
the diocese of Fort Wayne, Ind: 


1. All the faithful who have oom- 
pleted their twenty-first year, are nnless 
legitimately dispensed, bonnd to obeme 
the Fast ef Lent 


S. They tie to make oM 


v; 1 


. 4, At the meal, if 00 any day per- 
miasioa ahonld be granted for oatiog 
flesh, both fiah and fleah shall not be 
used at the same time. 


5. A small re&reahmrat commonly 
called collaiUm is allowed in the even- 
ing, no general rule as to the quantity 
of food permitted at this time is or can 
be made. 
Bot the praotioe of the moet 
legnlar Christians is, never to let it ex- 
ceed the fourth part of an ordinary 
meal. 


6. The quality of food allowed at 
collation is, in this diocese, bread, butter, 
^gs, cheese, milk, all kinds of fruits, 
salads, vegetables and cold fish. 


7. General usage has made it lawful 
to take in the morning some warm liqaid; 
as tea, coffee, or thin ohooolate and a 
oracker. 


8. Neoeesity and custom have author- 
ized the use of lard instead of butter, 
in preparing fish, vegetables, etc. 


9. The following persons are exempt- 
ed from the obligation of fasting; young 
persons under twenty-one years of age, 
the sick, nursing women, those who are 
obliged to do hard labor, aU who through 
weakness, can not fast without prejudice 
to health. 


10. 
By dispensation, the use of flesh 
meat will be allowed at any time on Sun- 
days, and once a day on Mondays, Tues- 
days, Thursdays and Saturdays, with 
the exception of the second and last Sat- 
urdays of Lent. 


11. Persons dispensed from the obli- 
gation of fasting on account of tender 
or advanced age, sixty years, or hard 
labor, aie not boimd by the restriction 
of using meat only at one meal on days 
on which its use is granted by dispensa- 
tion. 
Those dispensed from the fast 
for other causes, as well as those who 
are obliged to fast, are permitted to use 
meat only at one meal. 


We recommend that, on Good Friday, 
the faithful abstain from the use of milk, 
butter and eggs. 


We earnestly beg those who have 
made themselves the victims of intem- 
perance, to begin with the Lent a sober 
and pious life, and to show a spirit of true 
repentance by a pledge of total abstin- 
ence*

THEIR SINS FOUND OUT. 


A Plate Concern Caught in a Trap. 


The A. N. Kellogg: Newspaper Co. and It« 
Annex, the National Press Co., Placed 
in an A w k w a r d Sitaatlon—Serving 
a B o g u s Sermon to Their 
CuKtoiners. 


rCbicago Herald, Feb l a ] 
Readers of The Herald 
yesterday no- 
ticed a brief mention of a spurious ser- 
mon purporting to have been delivered 
,v Dr. Talniage, of Brooklyn, which is 
oillir the rounds of the country press, 
the supply emanating from the estab- 
sh merits of the A. N. Kellogg News- 
})ap(>r Company of this city, New York, 
Louis, 
etc. 
Dr. 
Talmage 
pro- 
nounces the sermon a fraud on the pub- 
lic, and the case Avas altogether so curi- 
ous a one that The Herald 
representa- 
tiv(; concluded to get at the "inside 
facts," if there were any, and with that 
in view yesterday called on George F. 
Seely, 
the resident manager of the 
American Press Association, a company 
extensively engaged in the manufacture 
of reading-matter plates in this city and 
elsewhere. 


In conversation on the subject yester- 
ay j\[r. Seely stated that he could not 
inijigine whence the copy came which 
Kellogg Company had set up for 
the alleged sermon. 
He has since been 
racking his ])rain on that point, and, 
hilc still uncertain, yet has a suspi- 
cion. 
When asked for the facts, Mr. 


cly said: 
"For several years the 
sermons of 
the 
famous 
Brooklyn 
preacher have had a wide circulation in 
the press, and the pressure from pub- 
lishers was finally so strong that an ar- 
angement 
was 
entered 
into 
for 
the supplying of advance sheets of his 
utterances to 
newspapers 
generally 
through a gentleman who was per- 
sonally obligated to see to it that no 
premature or improper use was made 
of the manuscript. 
Some months since 
the American Press Association made 
an arrangement whereby it purchased 
the exclusive right to furnish Dr. Tal- 
mage's sermons in plate form, shipping 
the same to publishers in time each 
week to give each customer all the ad- 
vantages of telegraphic transmission. 
Some time since the A. N. Kellogg 
ewspaper Company, serving stereo- 
type plates and "j^ateut insides" from of- 
fices in Chicago, Cleveland, Cincinnati, 
St. Louis, and Kansas City, began to 
furnish neAvspapers Avith the Talmage 
sermons, evidently in advance. 
The 
sermons were also served in advance by 
the National Press Company, a stereo- 
type plate house in NCAV York, owned 
by the A. N. Kellogg Company. 
The 
Kellogg Company Avere warned more 
than once by the officers of the Ameri- 
can Press Association that they were 
using matter dishonestly obtained, and 
which they had no right to use, 
but 
they persisted in supplying to the press 
the purloined matter. 


Complaints were received from cus- 
tomers who had purchased the right to 
use the plates containing the sermons 
as furnished by the American Press As- 
sociation that rival papers in the same 
toAvns were producing the eminent 
vine's deliverances simultaneously with 
themselves, and radical measures were 
finally determined upon. 
Presuming 
that the Kellogg concern in some way 
was obtaining jiossession of one of ttie 
proof-sheets which it was customary to 
send out Avith each set of sermon plates, 
bogus proofs of a sermon, pw^portdyfig 
to have been delivered by Dr. Talmage 
last Sunday, Avere sent with the ship- 
ments of last Aveek in each case, and 
how well the scheme worked the sequel 
shoAvs. 
The Kellogg Company rose 
qual to the emergency; they repro- 
duced the spurious article word for Avord 
and sent it out as a Talmage sei-mon. 
They even had it headed "Frauds De- 
tected," and, on the Avhole, the transac- 
tion throughout was an exceedingly edi- 
fying one to the student of strict hon- 
esty in business dealings. 


The sermorf really delivered by Dr. 
Talmage Avas a 
characteristic effort 
from the text, "Ye were bought with a 
price," Avhile the "bogus" sermon, 
printed in a great number of newspa- 
pers served by the A. N. Kellogg Com- 
pany, had 
the 
appropriate 
title, 
"Frauds Detected,** and was from the 
fitting text, "Be sure your sin t^ill find 
you out.** It is hardly necessary to re- 
mark ttiat the latter sermon was not 
" b o a g ^ n f t h a i ^ l e e . ' *

Press Association are in New 
York 
City, and Major O. J. Smith, the presi- 
dent and general manager, has written 
to Mr. Seely, since the denouement, as 
follows: 


Two or three wef^ks ago I asked Mr. Pratt, 
the manager of the A. N. Kellogg Company, to 
put a stop to the practice by that estabhshnlient 
of stealing from us the advance sheets of Dr. 
Talmage's sermons. I assumed that the thing 
was done without Mr. 
Pratt s knowledge or ap 


S 
roval. But he failed to give any asHurauces 
lat the game his company had been playit 
would cease, and I then told him if it shou! 
be continued his company would be placed in 
a very unpleasant and perhapu mortining sit- 
uation. 
I have tried to keep my promise 
in this 
matter. 
He has 
now 
imposed 
n pon a large number of newspapers a sermon, 
pretending to be from Dr. Talmage, \»'hich Avas 
never delivered by that distinguished man, 
and one which lays peculiar stress upon the 
fact that sin will iind one out. I trust that the 
text of the sham sermon will sink deep into 
the hearts of the managens of the Kellogg com 
pany. They had, I think, the opnortuuity t< 
contract for the advancc sheets, but deciined 
it, evidently preferring the more economical 
plan of appropriating tnem. 


"The bogus sermon was taken from 'Ad- 
dresses to the Young and Innocent,' by Dr. 
Wells, of Glasgow, Scotland, published in 1878 
by Carter A- Bros., NCM- 
York." 


Every newspaper served with the bogus ser- 
mon probably has a ground for legal damages 
against the A. N. Kellogg Company, and it is 
likely that some will assert this claim.

Eleventli 
Street,

cert "for one night only" at La Port,

Saltillo^ Ooahuila, Mexico, the little 
plaza in the center of the city, Avas un- 
der the blaze of a hundred lights and 
fragrant with the perfum? of rare flow- 
ers. 
The shrubbery was stirred witli 
the whispers of an evening breeze, and 
the waters played from the great stone 
fountain in their midst. 
Sixfrv* musi- 
cians, comprising the military band sta- 
tioned at Monterey, discoursed the

in the year jU6t past the number was 
less than 100. 
The year before the 
burning of tilie King Theater there were 
2,811 public tiieatrical represeatatioiis; 
the following year the number fell to 
2,203; last year it waa 1,837. 
In 
the 
year 
1876 there were 704 amateur 
theatrical representations: in 1886 there 
Avere less than 200. 
On the otlier haiid, 
the popularity and prosperity of ihe 
music halls has developed at a rapid 
pace, especially of those which are al- 
lowed to present the music "in char- 
acter," with' a certain amount of ipelo- 
drainatic surroundings. 
There are oyer 
300 music-hall sing-ers in Vienna,' and 
the number of miisic-hall performances 
last year was nearly 19,000.

The recent <loatli of Mr. Owens, at 
his country home near Baltimore, re- 
minds me that the Monumental City 
has a reputation for the developement 
and maintenance of dramatic talent. 
That city was tlie home of the elder 
Booth, and the birthplace of Junius 
Brutus, John Wilkes, and Edwin Booth, 
John Sleei>er Clarke, the Batenian Sis- 
ters, and many other celebrities of the 
dramatic profession. 
Mr. Owens, who 
was a native of Philadelphia, came early 
in life to Baltimore city, and there be- 
gan ius professional career, which was 
emrRently successful in every point of 
view. For many years, during the 
«truggle of dramatic entertainment for 
recognitioQ at the hands of the respect- 
able i>orlion of the community, he was 
proprietor 
of 
Peale's 
Baltimore 
Museum. 
This institution, like the 
celebrated Peale's Museum of Phila- 
delphia, had long been established in 
public favor, but the taste for exhibi- 
tions of the kind having waned to a cer- 
tain extent, it became necessary to 
stimulate attendance by some evening 
entertainment, 
Mr. Owens developed 
wonderfully his own versatile dramatic 
talent while projirietor of the museum, 
and brought out many of the inos't 
eminent actors of the day, upon its 
boards, among whom I may name 
Joseph Jefiferson aild Mrs. D. P, Bowers, 
the husband of whom was for a long 
time stage manager. 


Mr. Owens was justly regarded as the 
legitimate successor to the inimitable 
Burton in hi.s line of comedy characters. 
For many years he confined himself to 
the performance of the class of char- 
acters furnished by tlie old comedies 
and farces representative of the humors 
of English life, introduced and made 
familiar to the jjlay-going public by Mr, 
Burton; and although Mr. Owens was 
of different build, and with a facial ex- 
pression entirely foreign to that of Bur- 
ton, his spirited adaptation gave a 
peculiarity to representations already 
familiar that added new zest to the pub- 
lic enjoyment of them. 
His "Paul Pry" 
had always ]>een regarded as one of the 
"best and most laughter-exciting dtjlinea- 
tions of that master piece of poor John 
Poole ui>on the stage. 


To success as an actor Mr. Owens 
added enterprise as a manager, and 
brought out, not nierclyievery new piece 
that apj)eared to be stamped by public 
approval elsewhere, Imt (piitea numb«u- 
of new idays exhibiting the dramatic 
talent of the community in which he 
lived. At one time he conceived the 
idea, not new to comedians, that he was 
equally well adapted to tragedy, and 
essayed to perform the character of 
"Bichard III.," so iamiliarto the fellow- 
«•itizHUs of the then liviiig Booth, the 
result of which no one could successfully 
portray but himself. 


There is, however, an element of 
pathos ia the character of the true hu- 
morist wliich he )tosKe8sed in a remark- 
able degree, and it found expression in 
the dramatizations of Dickens and other 
pathetic stories. In such «diaracters as 
Caleb Plummer, 
John 
Unit, and 
Grimaldi, Mr. Owens touched the sen- 
sibilities of our nature as thoroughly as 
he did our sense of humor in his c. »medy 
parts, or the still broader farct>s into 
which he threw the whole force of his 
extraordinary animal spirits. 
Owens 
was at pleasure either with a very young 
or a very old man. He could be a 
romp or a fecible centenarian with erpial 
truthfulness to nature, and there were 
peculiarities of gait and face that en- 
abled hiui to make some characters his 
own above that of any actor now on the 
stage, an example of which one found 
in Solon Shingle, JS^ot essentially a 
comic character, this old countryman 
produced all the eifect of the best 
comedy by his absolute truthfulness to 
nature. 
Mr. Owens had evidently 
studied him at the county .seat of Balti- 
more county, near which he resided. 
The peculiarities of Solon Shingle were 
those which may be observed among 
some of the unlettered countrymen of 
the old school in Maryland, somewhat 
exaggerated, of course, during court 
day at almost any of the <;ounty towns 
in that State. 
The true secret of Mr. 
Owens' success in parts not strictly 
comic resulted from his close study of 
nature. 
One invariable thought, while 
looking at one of these impersonations, 
that he had seen the character in real 
life, and nothing more thoroughly im- 
presses an observer than thus to see an 
actor hold the "mirror up to nature." 


Prominent among the "steals" during 
and after the war at Washington was 
the Bureau of Cotton Claims, familiarly 
known at the Treasury Dejpartment as 
the Bureau of Cotton Thieves.

most extraordinary feature of

An ex-member of Congress, 
who had established himself as a claim 
agent at Washington, ifot. liidd of what 
•was known at NCM Orleans as the Cleve- 
land claim, involving between $ii0{),0i)0 
mad $4(H),000. 
He received, it was said, 
$130,000 in fees for ))utting it through 
that angiiat 
tribnnal, the Court of 
Olainiar

itly investij!^>d by the De- 
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hearts.

A Finn oils Dresser. 


Hannah Leone's history has never 
been told, and as it gives an interesting 
page in theatrical history it is worth 
relating. 
Hannah many years ago 
married a worthless 
fellow named 
Leone, and after enduring with him for 
a few 3^ears she finally left him and ac- 
cepted the position of dresser to Adel- 
aide Neilson. 
Hannah is a short, 
humpbackeoi woman, but she has pleas- 
ing features and some call her pretty. 
From the time she first acc-epted the 
position with Neilson, up to the time of 
that talented actress' sad death, Han- 
nah performed her duties without ever 
making a miKtake. Her duties as a 
dresser consisted in packing and un- 
packing her mistress' wardrobe and in 
dressing Neilson for the stage. 
As 
Hannah was obliged to knoAv where 
every article was and at a minute's 
notice to be able to place her hand upon 
it, it may be seen that her duties were 
not only onerous, but that they also re- 
quired a great deal of headwork to suc- 
cessfully perform. 


Hannah exercised some strange oc- 
cult influence over Neilson, and it is 
said that that most beautiful but most 
wayward woman feared and loved no 
one but her, and that one look from 
Hannah's clear eyes had more influence 
over her than the prayers and entreaties 
of a luindred friend.s. 
Certain it is 
that Neilson loved the quiet little 
man, for after her (Neilson's) will was 
read it Avas found that she had be- 
queathed to Hannah Leone the most 
beautiful and valuable set of jewels of 
her priceless collection. 


After Neilson's sad death in Paris 
Hannah returned to this country and 
for some time remained in privacy, but 
in 1882 or 188o she became Modjeska's 
dresser, and was with the latter until 
last fall. 


Modjeska, like other great actresses, 
has her pet superstitions. First among 
them is that if she goes on the stage 
at the first production of a new piece 
without rubbing her hand over a hump- 
backed person's Imck the play will be a 
dismal failure. 
Hannah, on account of 
her Immp, wa.i invaluable to Modjeska, 
but, owing to some disagreement, she 
was finally discharged. 


At the production of "Daniela" in 
New York a short time since, after 
everything was reatly, Modjeska re- 
fused to allow the piece to go on unles.s 
she could rub her hand over a hump- 
backed person's back. 
The stage-man- 
ager was in agony until he happened to 
espy a humpbacked man in the audi- 
ence. 
The manager quickly had him 
called upon the stage, and after Mod- 
jeska had daintily caressed his hu]up 
with the tips of her fingers she con- 
sf^nted to make her entrance upon the 
stage, and the play moved smoothly on. 


Hannah Leone is a finely-edu<'ated 
woman, speaking three or four different 
languages, and it is owing alone to the 
great love she bore Neilson that she has 
never risen to a higher place in the 
world. She is living at present in New 
York, quietly, «m one of the up-town 
streets. 
She lias had many offers from 
great actresses to enter their service, 
but has not considered any of them 
favorably, - 
I or A; Siar. 


Moving (iraiiis with Horses. 


Until a comparatively recent period, 
says The T(fle(jraph of London, the 
continents of Europe, Asia, and Amer- 
ica were wholly unprovided with cart- 
iiorses of the immense stature and bulk 
with which this country lias been fa- 
miliar for many generatiourf. 
When, 
for instance, the great civil war of 18>)1 
broke out in the United States it was 
found necessary to link together tlic 
railroads running into Baltimore, sc 
that trains might bo transferred from 
one line to another without breaking 
bulk. 
Upon many occasions Mr. Gar- 
rett, the chairman of the Baltimore and 
Ohio Kailway, was perplexed by the 
difficulty of "making connection" be- 
tween two lines, imtil it was suggested 
to him by an Englishman that half a 
dozen Clydesdale or Sufiblk cart-horses, 
such as are used at every great station 
in these islands, would solve the prob- 
lem with which he was confronted. The 
timely advice was taken, and, <iv 
since the close of the American war, 
English cart-liorses of the Clydesdal", 
Shire, and Suffolk breeds, but es ci^c- 
ially of the two first, have been lai-gely 
imported into the United States. It 
was pointed out in 1802 to the Quarter- 
master General of the Ignited Statt^}- 
army, that a single liorse can drag wag- 
ons along a railway, of which the <'om- 
bined weight may l)e counted in score.'- 
of tons. The experiment was first madt 
in 1801. when the Surrey Iron railway 
connecting Wadsworth and Croydon, 
was laid down. 
Upon its completion 
"a bet was made between two gentle- 
men that a Clydesdale horse would 
draw thirty-six tons along the rails for 
six miles, and that he would start it 
from a dead pull." To test the ques- 
tion, twelve wagons Inden w^ith stone, 
each wagon weighing three tons, were 
chained together, and a horse was taken 
promiscuously from the stable of a 
farmer in the' neighborhood. 
WiUiout 
the least apparent effort the equine 
giant drew the chain of wagons to the 
turnpike at Croydon, a distance of six 
miles, in one hour and forty minutes. 
Four more wagons of the same weight 
were then added to the chain, and fifty 
laboring men were stuffed inside or 
upon the top. 'i'he horse set off with 
his burden, the collective weight ol 
which was fifty-five tons, and mi^e the 
return journey without any symptoms 
of distress; "and, in truth," to quote 
the words of a contemporary chroni- 
cler,"there ap]>eared to be scarcely any 
limitation to the power of his draught." 


Train Them at Home,

THE OLDEST CITY IN AMERICA. 


Th« Bloody History of Santa F.I-Cruel Op- 
pression of tb« Indians. 


Santa Fe is said to be the oldest city 
in America. 
That the statement is not 
true would be hard to prove, because 
the question of its origin and age is 
wrapped in mystery, says a writer in 
Youth's 
Companion. 


When Coronado exploded Mexico in 
1542 he found many Indian pueblos on 
the Rio Grande River, and speaks of 
several which must have been near the 
present location of Santa Fe. 
The one 
which it is generally supposed was on 
its precise site was called Tequa, and at 
that lime stretched along its river banks 
for six miles. 
Coronado i-eported tiiat 
he found here a beautiful and fertile 
valley, under high cultivation by the 
Indiana. 


This was in 1542. 
Visiting Santa Fe 
to-day, it is hard to realize, ancient as 
the old ruins look, that one can be 
gazing on walls which Coronado saw 
nearly three centui-ies and a half ago. 


It is still harder to realize what must 
have been the oppessions and cruelties 
which have brought about the present 
degraded and wretched conditions of 
the Indians whose ancestors formerly 
occupied and cultivated the Avhole 
valley. 
That a race which, over three 
hundred years ago, had reached com- 
fort and success in agricultural and pas- 
toral occupations should be to-day an 
abject, supine, wretched race of beggars 
is a melancholy comment on the in- 
justice they have received. 
They did 
not sink without troubles. 


In 1680 tliey drove out all the Spanish 
settlers and all the Roman Catholic 
I)riests, 
pulled 
down most of the 
churches, and—pathetic and significant 
act—covered up and concealed, so far 
as they could, every mine in the coun- 
try. 
Only too well they knew that it 
was to the presence of these precious 
metals that they owed all their suffer- 
ings. 


Far twelve years they held their own, 
but in 1G92 they were again conquered 
and the Spanish Government re-estab- 
lished. 
After the last great battle in 
this contest 400 young Indian men and 
maidens are said to have been dis- 
tributed 
as slaves in the Spanish 
families. 


After this there were from time to 
time revolts and insurrections, but each 
one only plunged the unfortunate In- 
dians into deeper misery. 


Siiuta Fe, being the seat of govern- 
ment, was always the point of attack, 
the chief center of strife, and very terri- 
ble scenes have been enacted here. As 
late as 1837 a Mexican Governor, who 
!iad ruled with great severity, and laid 
oppressive and unjust taxes on the In- 
dians' crops, was murdered by them un- 
der circumstances of tragic horror. 


Several of the Pueblos, united to- 
gether, had raised an army and 
marched on Santa Fe. Underrating 
their force, the Governor went out to 
meet them, and was driver back. He 
then attempted to treat with them, but 
they would liold no parh^y, and as he 
was returning to the city he was cap- 
tured. 
His head was cut off aiul kicked 
like a foot-ball from camp to camp. 
They then imt it on a pole and set it up 
defiantly within a few rods of the city 
walls. 


The secretary in whose handwriting 
the obnoxious decrees had been pro- 
mulgated they treated 
with 
subtle 
cruelty, sparing his life, but cutting off 
both his hands and setting him free, 
with the taunt that he would not any 
longer write orders for tyrants. 


At night three brave Mexican women 
stole out of Santa Fe, found the Gover- 
nor's body, wrapped it in a blanket and 
buried it in the cemetery, now de- 
serted, on the hill northeast of tiie 
jdaza. 


This was the last .struggle the Indians 
made. 
They were s()(m subdued, .i-nd 
remained peaceable till they came, 
with the rest of the New Mexico citi- 
zens, under the Government of the 
United States in 184(), 


There is still standing in Santa Fe 
one building which has been the home 
of the most prominent peivsons and the 
scene of the most important events 
through all the vicissitivles of the city 
and its gcjvernuient. It is still called, 
as it was called when it was built in 
"The Palace." 
Anything less 
like a palace could hardly be conceived 
of. It is a low adobe building, one 
story high, with a verand /running its 
entire length. It makes the north wall 
of the plaza, and in it are still the 
Governor's home and all the offices of 
the Government, the United States and 
Territorial Court-room, libraries. Con- 
gress halls, etc. It has been so often 
repaired that it has lost much of its 
ancient look, but the massive Avails and 
heavy hewn beams remain unchanged, 
and will, no doubt, bear their mute 
witness to its antiquity for a <-entury or 
more to come. 


Novel Reading. 


Many works of fiction may be read 
with profit as well as pleasure, but it 
cannot be denied that a large portion 
of the fictitious literature of our day is of 
a pernicious character and tendency. 
Novels, like other books, are made to 
sell, and as competition is' lively, 
authors vie with each other in the effort 
to fill the pages of their works with the 
most intensely exciting pkts that the 
imagination can invent. It is not to 
that class of novels known to be decidely 
obscene that reference is made. 
These 
are condemned, profeiisedly, bj society, 
and in many of the States their sale is 
1 rohibited. 
But the popular mind is 
cften so closely allied to the openly im- 
pure literature we condemn, as to be 
5 larcely worthy of a better name than 
i, lat which is repudiated. The language, 
t is true, is cautiously selected to clothe 
'.¿le thoughts, bat the sentimert is 
o Tensive to purity and moral character. 
^ et this Is very largely the class 
o.' novels 
that 
is 
most 
eagerly 
sought and read. Thair tendency is 
not to improve and elevate the mind, 
but to lead it astray, and to lower the 
standard of morals in society. It is 
even questionable whether novel read- 
ing. under any circumstances, is pro- 
ductive of good results. It leads the 
mind off from the ciommon and ordin- 
ary realities of life, and fixes it upon 
that which is unreal and visionary. The 
tendency is to disappointment and dis- 
satisfaction when we come to gratile 
with facts in practical experience. Un- 
happy marriages are largely the re- 
sult of novel reading, and fo the same 
cause may mainly be attributed the 
separations and divorces of the present 
day. 


it is folly, however, to write of this 
growing evil in society, unless it will be 
to induce an effort that will suppress or 
even check the evil. Novel readèrs be- 
gin early in life. Even the "Mother 
OooseJ* stories and toy books ol that 
class mav be accepted as the mdimentftl 
text-boolii;8 of tbe iufant, which oreftte 
thecriiviag for ^ 
Uucger noirid of s tew 
jéim Itier; and before the ycli^fìBl

solid and practácál charactor is avoided 
with an aversion that is difficult to con- 
quer. 


It is not unreasonable to presume 
that much of the power to prevent 
novel reading lies with the parents— 
with the mother. 
There is an abund- 
ance of attractive juvenile books that 
are free fr^sm the objections indicated, 
but which are just as attractive a^ 
"Jack, the Giant Killer," "Blue Beard,'" 
or "Aladdin and His Wonderful Lamp," 
and which would aiford real amusement 
to the child, and leave lasting moral 
impressions upon the mind at the same 
time. 


Later in life, the mind thus prepared 
will rarely enjoy novel reading, if suit- 
able works on history, travels, animals, 
birds, fishes, and the monsters of the 
sea, the construction of the globe, 
astronomy, mechanics, painting, flowers, 
etc., are placed within its reach. 
With 
the &id of these, the mind becomes 
prepared by proper training to partici- 
l)ate in the practical duties of life, 
while the novel reader too often is com- 
pelled to admit an error in early train- 
ing when it is too late to remedy the 
evil. 


Study of Music. 


When you seat youi^aelf before your 
piano, with a simple piece of music on 
the stand in front of you, look at the 
notes on the key board and those 
written above on the music and try to 
think of them as so many characters, 
each one with a part of its own to be 
])erformed, demonstrating its own in- 
dividuality by means of your interpre- 
tation of it; not to be badly treated or 
misund(«rstood by those ten fingers of 
yours, which with the help of the heart 
and mind, and, let us hoj^e, some soul 
too, are to produe all the harmonies of 
which they are capable. 


It is not enough for you to know that 
the keyboard of the juano before you 
represents merely so many notes whose 
names, alphabetically arranged, seem 
so easy to remember. 
Much more 
than this must you think of from the 
very beginning. A grand science be- 
longs to them, and although the study 
of harmony or thorough bass cannot 
be accomplished in all its details with- 
out years of study, you can make a 
point of ap2:)lying to every mu-sical 
practice, to every lesson, to every 
line of music you read and play, a cer- 
tain amount of technical knowledge 
which you will find of the utmost as- 
sistance when you come to the deeper 
and closer study of the science itself. 
3Ioreover, you will acquire a new sort 
of interest in your Avork, by feeling that 
you bring to each day's progress some- 
thing which unfolds to you the higher 
meanings in the act; and it is well in 
the very outset to impi-ess upon your- 
self the fact that the first and simplest 
rules of music are those which must be 
fixed permanently upon the mind. Try 
so completely to understand what you 
are learning that there need be no go- 
ing back over the same ground, except 
by the way of refreshing the memory, 
or making more complete the harmony 
of your work. Just as in the study of 
language it is necessai-y to learn the al- 
phabet tlioi'oughly, the meaning of 
each word in a sentence before that 
sentence can be spoken intelligently, 
or satisfactorily understood, so in music 
the very 
first 
principles 
must be 
mastered before you can hope for any 
elaborations; and, indeed, to read and 
play a simf)le scale in the best way is 
to thoroughly understand not only the 
names of its notes, but the reasons for 
their arrangement and their relation- 
ship to each other.—The ¿itoi'y oj 
Music and 
Musicians. 


Science in Betting. 


There is, so says Dave Pulsifer, who 
ought to know, a scientific Avay of 
betting on horse races. 
Like all other 
scientific methods, however, it is hard 
to attain and not easy to keep up. 
Horses when tliey start in at the begin- 
ning of the season belong, according 
to their on merits, to different classes. 
There are the 2:2l) horses, and the 2 -,30 
and the 2:40 and the 
minute horses 
among the trotters, and among the run- 
ners there is the same sort of differ- 
ence. 
Bookmakers must have theii 
heads filled with horses, with weights, 
and besides with a great lot of data re- 
garding their performances and their 
condition. 
The outsider, because a 
horse is the winner of one race, usually 
makes a favorite of him for the next. 
The bookmaker doesn't always do that. 
And especially is it true that a horse 
which wins several races hand running 
will become a prime favorite with the 
outsiders, while bookmakers and pro- 
fessionals for this vei'y same reason 
begin to put their money up against 
him. As a rule, the winning of one 
race by a runner makes the winning of 
a second difficult; and, as races are run, 
the chances of success ntixt time de 
crease in a certain proportion. 
This is 
because of the addition of Aveiglit. The 
racer finally overweighs himself by his 
many successes and he then loses. 


On the other hand, owners of slower 
horses trail along from circuit to circuit 
losing races; their 
runners 
having 
weight taken off each time, until at 
some course or other the horse runs 
light, 13 in first-class form, his ownei 
backs him to win and win he does. The 
public does not keep these things ic 
mind. The pool seller and bookmaker 
never forgets them. 
They are his stock 
in trade. 
There are of course a great 
many other influences beside that of 
Aveiglit. 
Hard running and the win- 
ning by close scratches pulls the best 
racer down. 


The condition of the horse must b( 
home as carefully in mind as th( 
weight. 


"If a horsetpan will familiarize him* 
self with all these things," says Davt'

Preparing a Political Speecb in Advamc« fov 
a Time of Meed.

If a mem- 
ber of Congre.ss must have a conviction 
and earnestly feels as though he could 
not possibly get along another day Avith- 
out it, let him go to the grand jury and 
make a clean breast of it. 


I may say, fellow-i-itizens, without 
egotism, that I have been judicious 
both in the heat of the campaign and in 
the halls of legislation. I have done 
nothing that could disrupt the party ot 
weaken our vote in this district. It is 
better to do nothing than to do thingi- 
that Avill be injurious to the interests oi 
the majority. 


What do you care, gentlemen, foi 
what I said or did in our great session 
of last winter so long as I came home 
to you Avith a solidified vote for this 
fall; so long as I have not trodden or 
the toes of the Irish, the German, the 
Scandinavian, the prohibitionist, the 
female-suffragist, the anti-Mormon, oi 
the international-copyright crank ? 


Let us be frank Avith each other, 
fellow-citizens. 
Do you ask me on my 
return to you how many speeches my 
private secretary and the public printer 
have attat;hed my name to, or hoAv 
many packages of fly-blown turnip seed 
I sent to you during the last two years r 


No!!! 
You ask yourselves hoAv is the vote oi 
our party this fall as compared Avith 
two years ago? And I answer that not 
a vote has been 
mislaid or a ballot 
erased. 


I have done nothing and said nothing 
that a carping constituency could get 
hold of. 
Though I Avas never in Con- 
gress before, old members envied me the 
long, blank, evasive, and irreproach- 
able record I have made. 


No man can say that, even under the 
stimulating influence of the wine cup, I 
have given utterance in the last tAvo 
years to anything that could be dis- 
torted into an opinion. 
And so to-day 
I come back to you and find my party 
harmonious, Avhile others return to 
their homes to be greeted by a dis- 
rujited constituency, over Avhose ruins 
the eA-er-alert adX'ersary clambers tc 
success. 


So I say to you to-night, Mr. Presi- 
dent and gentlemen of the convention, 
let us leaA'e to the convention the ex- 
pression of what Ave call earnest con- 
victions—convictions that arise up in 
after years to belt us across the face 
and eyes. Let injudicious young men 
talk about that kind of groceries, but 
the wary, self-maclo politician Avho suc- 
ceeds does not do that Avay. 


It seems odd to me that young men 
will go on year after year trying to at- 
tain distinction by giving utterance t<: 
opinions Avhen tliey <'an see for them- 
selves that Ave do not ATOut such mer 
for any place whatever, from juryman 
to congressman. 


If you examine my record for the last 
session, for instance, you Avill not find 
that I spent the day jiounding my desli 
Avith an autograph album and filling the 
air Avith violent utterances pro or con. 
and then sat up nights to get myself in 
tervieAved by the disturbing element:; 
of the press. 
No, sir! 


I am not a disturber, a radical, or a 
disrupter! 


At Washington I am a healer, and al 
home in my own Avard I am also f 
heeler! 


What America wants to-day is not sc 
much a larger number of high-browed 
men who Avill get upon their hind feel 
and call on heaven to paralyze theii 
right arms before they Avill do a wrong 
act, or ask to have their tongues nailed 
to the ridge-pole of their mouths rathei 
than utter a false or dangerous doc- 
trine. 
That was customary when the 
country Avas new and infested with 
bears; when men carried their guns tc 
churcli Avith them and men drank bay 
rum as a beverage. 


These remarks made good pieces foi 
boys to speak, but they will not do 
now. 
What this country needs is a 
Jongress about as equally balanced as- 
possible politically, so that Avhen one 
side walks up and smells of an appro- 
priation the other can growl in a low 
tone of voice, from December till dog- 
days. In this way, by a pleasing sys- 
tem of postponements, previous ques- 
tions, points of order, reference to com- 
mittees, laying on the table, and gen- 
eral oblivion, a great deal may be 
evaded, and people at home who do not 
closely read and remember the Con- 
gresstonal Record Avill not know who 
U'as to blame. 


Judicial inertness and a gentle air oi 
evasion will do much to prevent party 
dissension. I have done that Avay, and 
I look for the same old majority that 
we had at the former election. 


I often wonder if Daniel Webster 
would have the nerye to get up and 
talk as freely about things now as he 
used to when things had not reached 
the present state of perfection.
